I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  I960* 

The  vital  statistics  show  a  number  of  improve¬ 
ments  on  the  figures  for  last  year.,  notably  the  marked 
decrease  in  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  (from  51  in 
1959  to  35  in  I960)*  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  is 
estimated  by  combining  the  still-births  and  deaths  in 
the  first  week  of  life*  The  still-birth  rate  in 

Scarborough  has  not  improved  as  other  statistics  have 
done  during  recent  years*  In  fact  on  many  occasions,, 
as  I  have  noted  in  my  Annual  Reports 9  it  has  been  well 
above  the  national  average.  This  is  all  the  more 

surprising  in  that  one  would  expect  the  medicll  services 5 
the  geographical  conditions  and  the  social  services  of 
the  area;  would  together  produce  conditions  as  favour¬ 
able  as  any  in  the  country* 

It  is  perhaps  fair  to  say  that  .the  still-birth 
rate  has  tended  generally  to  lag  behind  the  other  vital 
statistics*  Medically  the  problem  is  a  complicated  one 
and  this  is  probably  the  main  reason  for  the  slow 
improvement  in  the  rate*  Another  is  the  administrative 
difficulty  arising  from  the  threefold  division  of  the 
services  concerned*  Lastly  one  must  mention  public 
apathy*  This,,  I  believe  may  be  influenced  by  the  word 
"still-birth"  which  could  give  to  some  the  impression 
that  it  is  just  an  unfortunate  variant  of  the  normal* 
If  the  word  "still-birth"  was  no  longer  used  and  the 
phrase  "prenatal  death"  substituted*  the  abnormality 
and  the  tragedy  of  the  occurrence  would  be  appreciated 
much  more  widely* 
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The  Committee  will  note  that  there  were  57 
illegitimate  births  registered  during  the  year^  just 
over  9%  of  the  total  live  and  still-births 3  Ihe  average 
for  the  last  ten  years  is  The  highest  figures 

in  two  world  wars  were  15 %  (1943)  and  13^  (1917)® 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  get  more  information  on  this 
problem  from  official  records.  Unfortunately  these 
are  not  designed  with  this  sort  of  inquiry  in  mind 
and  accurate  information  is  not  available*  It  is 

evident^  however 5  that  a  considerable  proportion  of 
these  births  are  the  products  of  stable  unions  of  long 
standing  and  the  proportion  of  teenage  mothers  involved, 
is  probably  small ^  Among  the  57  cases  there  are  38 
in  which  the  age  of  the  mother  is  known  and  of  these5 
five  only  are  under  20® 

In  conclusion  I  record  with  pleasure  the  con¬ 
tinued  co-operation  of  other  officials  of  the  Corpor- 
and  the  conscientious  work  of  all  the  staff  of  this 
department  *

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  is 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity*  and  does  not 
show  plumbo-solvent  properties. 

Bacteriological  Tests g 

A  total  of  382  tests  were  made  on  samples  from  the 
distribution  system  (mostly  from  consumer  taps)  for  bac- 
teriological  examination  including  1  case  in  which  re¬ 
tests  were  considered  advisable,  i  In  no  case  was  there 
any  indication  that  the  water  supplied  was  anything  but 
wholesome o  Samples  were  taken  also  from  the  raw  water 
at  Cayton  Bay*  Osgodby  and  Irton  Works, 

Chemical  analyses; 

Chemical  analyses  of  raw  and  filtered  water  were 
made  regularly  each  month. 

Total  hardness  of  Irton  Water  averages  200  p.p.m. 
of  which  approximately  one  third  is  permanent  hardness. 

Total  hardness  of  water  from  Cayton  Bay  averages 
250  p.p.m.  of  which  about  30^  us  permanent  hardness. 

Mains  Supply: 

Only  5  dwellings  within  the  Borough  do  not  have  a 
mains  water  supply*  This  is  due  to  topographical 
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reasons® 'At  31st  March  i960,  &  total  of  14 >489  dwelling- 
houses  were  connected  to  the  mains,  an;  increase  of  10-9 
over  the  previous  year-/  It  is  estimated  that  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  43,210  is  supplied  from  public  water  mains 9

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The  Corporation  Tip  and  allotments;,  and  the  Harbour 
and  Piers  were  subject  to  regular  inspection  andbaitingo 
The  sewers  in  the  Borough  were  again  treated  twice 
during  the  year. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  responsible  for 
special  inspections  of  premises  found  to  be  infested. 
They  generally  supervise  the  work  of  the  rodent  oper- 
ators^  taking  charge  where  defective  drains  or  building 
structures  are  found.  Routine  visits  to  food  premises 
include  a  survey  for  rodents  and  other  insect  pests.
